Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I submit  the  report  on  the  work  of  the 
Department  for  the  year,  1965. 

The  Staff  during  the  year  has  shown  some  changes,  Mr.  B.  Stephenson 
left  the  Authority  in  May,  Myself  taking  up  duties  with  the  Authority  in  June. 

Mr.  Drakes  left  the  Authority  in  July. 

Owing  to  the  difficulties  in  obtaining  staff,  it  has  been  necessary 
to  obtain  assistance  from  the  Goole  Borough  Council  for  the  inspection  of 
meat  on  one  day  per  week. 

Despite  staffing  problems  most  of  the  major  projects  and  inspection 
works  have  proceeded  fairly  well,  100$  meat  inspection  being  maintained. 

Quite  a lot  of  slum  clearance  work  was  carried  out  in  conjunction  with 
the  Council's  housing  programme  in  the  various  Parishes. 

Selective  inspections  has  had  to  continue  and  in  view  of  the  existing 
and  impending  legislation  is  likely  to  continue  for  a long  time.  However, 
every  attempt  is  made  to  operate  a balanced  system. 

Finally,  I would  like  to  thank  the  Members  of  the  Council,  Dr.  W.  Wilson, 
Mr.  J.  Green  and  Mr.  W.  Hallam  for  their  valued  assistance  and  co-operation 
during  the  year  and  Miss  P.  Dennis  for  the  efficient  and  courteous  way  in 
which  she  has  carried  out  her  duties.

An  improvement  scheme  was  prepared  and  sent  to  the  Ministry  for  approval 
in  connection  with  "Hewitt’s  Cottages",  Gilberdyke,  for  the  provision  of 
modern  sanitary  amentities. 

At  31st  December,  1965,  the  total  of  post  war  Council  dwellings  in 
the  district  was  614,  thus  there  is  a total  of  792  Council  owned  dwellings 
in  the  District. 


Regular  visits  were  made  to  Council  Houses  in  respect  of  maintenance 
and  orders  for  repairs  were  given  in  1651  cases. 

Private  Enterprise. 

During  the  year  65  dwellings  were  erected  by  private  enterprise  and  at 
the  end  of  the  year  a further  50  dwellings  were  in  the  course  of  erection. 

Slum  Clearance. 


During  the  year  20  houses  were  closed  by  formal  and  informal  action 
under  the  Housing  Act,  1957,  and  as  a result  of  these  and  previous  orders 
2 properties  were  demolished. 

In  the  same  period  87  dwellings  were  made  fit  as  a result  of  informal 
action  or  on  property  owners  initiative,  usu  ally  with  the  aid  of  a grant 
scheme. 

Building  Byelaws.  Town  and  Country  Planning  Act. 

Applications  for  new  buildings  and  alterations  in  217  cases  were 
submitted  and  all  were  given  Byelaw  approval.  As  in  previous  years,  routine 
advisory  visits  were  made,  usually  on  site. 
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Under  delegated  powers  of  the  Town  and  Country  Planning  Act, 

194  applications  were  received  of  which  159  were  approved  aand  55  refused. 

The  refused  applications  related  to  22  applications  for  dwellings,  4 
advertisements,  2 workshops,  2 garages,  2 petrol  filling  stations,  1 
warehouse  and  2 were  cancelled. 

During  the  year  building  and  drainage  inspections  were  carried  out 
on  all  new  work  and  work  relating  to  closet  conversions  and  sewer  connections. 

Improvement  Grants. 

26  applications  for  Discretionary  Grant  were  received  and  approved 
during  the  year.  In  every  instance  inspections  were  carried  out  and  written 
advice  given  regarding  the  eligibility  for  grant  and  works  on  which  grant 
would  be  paid. 

The  total  amount  of  grant  made  during  the  year  was  £11,652.  13.  0. 
Since  the  commencement  of  the  scheme  in  1950  the  Council  have  authorised 
grants  totalling  £72,642.  16.  3.  of  which  amount  £61.985.  3.  0.  had  been 

paid  up  to  31st  December,  1965.  The  number  of  houses  improved  in  this  way 
to  31st  December,  1965,  was  224. 

Standard  Grants. 

During  the  year  42  applications  for  Standard  Grant  were  received  and  all 
approved.  These  related  to  the  rpovision  of  standard  amenities  at  a total 
maximum  of  £6,630.  7.  10.  for  the  provision  of  41  W.C.'s,  35  baths,  35 
wash  hand  basins,  36  hot  water  systems  and  15  food  stores. 

£5,663.  11.2.  was  paid  during  the  year  for  the  provision  of  42 
W.C.'s,  33  baths,  33  wash  hand  basins,  32  hot  water  systems  and  13  food  stores 
at  50  properties.

The  total  amount  of  petrol  licensed  at  31st  December,  1965,  was 
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95 t 140  gallons  at  90  premises.  All  new  installations  were  inspected  and 
tested  before  licences  were  isssued. 

Water  Supply. 

The  East  Yorkshire  (Wolds  Area)  Water  Board  is  responsible  for  the 
supply  of  water  throughout  the  District.  The  water  is  chlorinated  at  source, 
and  has,  throughout  the  year  been  satisfactory  in  quantity  and  quality. 

Rodent  Control 

One  full  time  rodent  operative  was  engaged  throughout  the  year,  and 
much  effective  work  was  carried  out.  A number  of  free  lance  operators  worked 

in  the  District  but  their  results  are  not  known.
